(Faber and Faber: 16s)—Pcter

coached more . successful crews. 


than-any Englishman alive 
doy, The Tatter coached. the 


winning Cambridge _ crews -of 
1949 and 1050 ua the Oxford 
crew of 1951. ‘ 
These two angry experts go 
straight info the attack, In the 
first chapter they — state: 
“Probably at no time in the 
history of. rowing have “more 
people rowed worse than today. 
It is sad to see so much wasied 
effort and so.much material un- 
exploited.” . 
They emphasise that English 
crews are regularly beaten in 
major contests ot home and haye 
dificulty -in beating any foreign 
crews In the Olymple Gomes. 


Not Satisfied 


They ere _ not satished with 
the- great Cambridge crew of 
10D which ars tnbenten by 

merican uniyetaities, ing 
Harvard and Yale. They hai 
"sn unsatisfactory style.” 

The authors also attack the 
late Steve Fairbairn, whose new 
style swamped the rowing world 
between the wars and w 
books have had a wide influence 
on rowing methods. : 

They describe his style as 
“mechanically ond physiological- 
ly unsound,” and say that “it 
was irresponsible for a coach of 
thls immense prestige’ to embody 
his bold and often unsound ex- 
periments in the form of books. 

"Those books have been 
accorded the sanctily of Holy 
Writ and the result has been the 
ruin of alk that English rowing 
hes achieved. in ninety years of 
development.” 

Fleree criticism, Indeed, But 
‘after diagnosing the trouble, 
they do prescribe o remedy: a 
return to the principles of “the 
English Style’ which ‘wero 
developed and perfected in the 
19th century. They consider 
that this technique is “ine 
comparably superior to all 
others.” 

Certainly, it wowd seem to be 
tlme for such a change. When 
Cambridge crews won in the 
United States and gained the 
European Chitpionship. in 1051, 
no Eurepcan or American was 
impressed crough by thelr style 
to copy it, And Oxford have

Slr,—Your Icader on Tucsday 
emphasises the 
urgemy of crealing a pro- 
fessional and manzgeriol middic 
elass In Hongkong. Jt supporta 
my enli for urgent consideration 
of this problem, om the basis of 
practical facts. I hope there 
may be a full response. W 
dopend ot well-considcred ex- 
pressions of opinion, to give us 
what you ghtly stress us 
essential—"n careful study of 
the views of local: commercial

While welcoming the widest 
discussion of the 
problem, I would like to fay 
that 1 do bot consider fhe 
question of a new faculty to be 
the primury aspect.
